The nursery is the conservatory of 
the budding human soul. A wise man 
has assured us that “As the twig is 
bent the tree’s inclined,” and psyehol- 
that DO per cent of our 
moral and mental characteristics are 
acquired and fixed during the first 
14 vears of our:existence. In other 
words, 14 years dependent child- 
heod determine,’ almest irrevocably, 
what we shall become and be during 
the three score years normally remain- 
ing to Us, 

It follows, therefore, that the most 
important Years of a man’s oer a wom- 
ans life are the few years when he 
is neither a man nor a woman but 
merely human raw material. ‘The 
consequences of what he or she sees, 
hears, feels and learns during this 
brief span will tremendously affect 
not only personal but social happiness 
and welfare. 

As citizens whose lives and welfare 
are profoundly affected by the con- 
duct of our fellow-citizens, we are 
vitally concerned in what is done to 
this human material, since we and 
our successors must live in contact 
With the finished product. This so- 
cial concern in the) rearing and train- 
ing of chilren is crudely demonstrated 
in our public chool system and in the 
state universities and colleges. But 
the formative years, the vears that 
most count in the making of man- 
hood and womanhood, outside of these 
purely secular provisions, are left en- 
tirely in the hands of parents, who 
may or may not he competent as mind 
or character builders. Contrary to 
popular opinion, parenthood does not, 
by any miraculous process, confer fit- 
ness for the trust, and there no 
study more worth while for those who 
have assumed responsibility for this 
trust than the study of parentage as 
the biggest job known to humanity.

More Than Decorative; 
Prove Inspiration 


If it is true that as a man think- 
eth, so is he, then his thoughts should 
be of the stuff that will make him @ 
finer being. And in this bustle of 
life a poem, a psalm, the suggestion 
of noble thoughts, printed and hung 
on the wall, is sure to become impress- 
ed upon the mind as one hurries along 
when time for reading seems hard to 
find. 

Such a thought, dwelt upon before 
starting out in the morning, is the 
right equipment with which to en- 
counter the day’s problems. That 
man cannot fail in fine quality of 
daily conduct who has daily before 
him, in the form of a framed ecard in 
his room, the invigorating lines of 
Kipling’s “If,” beginning: 


If you can keep your head when all 


about you 
Are losing theirs, and blaming it on 
you— 


Nor can one be lacking in strength, in 
faith and in calm trust who daily re- 
ceives into his thought the grandeur 
and quiet of the 1st psalm. 

Framed mottoes, with their orna- 
mental printing and illuminated let- 
tering are in many cases as colorful 
and decorative as were the head-let- 
tered manuscripts of old.

AT LEAST ONE MIRROR 
NEEDED IN EACH HALL 


The hall is often a narrow place 
into which nothing that takes floor 
space ¢an be accommodated. Sinee, 
however, it sounds the keynote of the 
rest of the house, and also serves to 
connect the various units into a har- 
monious whole, its furnishing is im- 
portant, 

Fortunately, there are very satis- 
factory and delightful ways of fur- 
nishing the hall without crowding. 

Sinee the narrow hall is often dark, 
ifs lighting becomes an important 
consideration both for safety and 
utility, and here is one of the best 
decorative opportunities that the 
housewife has for its adornment. 
Hanging lanterns of hammered cop- 
per or brass, of wrought iren and 
other sturdy, dignified metals are ob- 
trinable for a few dollars and will 
add immeasurably to the charm ani 
beauty of the hall. Few features for 
the same price can do more toward 
establishing points of decorative in- 
terest, and they have the added virtue 
of hanging out of the way and tak- 
ing no floor space. 

Standing lamps are 
especially the torceheres which take 
little room, and balance each other 
in pairs, one at either side of a door- 
way, a table, a panel or other con- 
spicuous place. These, of course, re- 
cuire a rather formal setting, not, for 
instance, the intimate colonial back- 
cround. ‘The large, circular Jamp- 
shades ordinarily require too much 
room in a narrow hall and are more 
cf an encumbrance than an asset. 

The housewife is wise who will 
have at least one mirror in her nar- 
row hall. This again occupies no 
floor space and possesses several 
other features in its favor. It in- 
ereases the apparent width of a nar- 
row space, removing any sense o 
closeness, It reflects light if it is 
hung where any light can strike it, 
ihus brightening and- cheering the 
hall, 

Good Music Is Best. 

The music student who turns up 
her nose at some of the lighter musie 
is making a big mistake. Just as “all 
work and no play” will make her life 
dull, so will all music of the classical 
and sterner kind lead her into a rut, 
and her interest will consequently be 
dulled.

In fact, it has been 
found necessary to request that a cer- 
tain portion of Sylvan Hills he re- 
zoned, as the rapid increase in the 
number of residences has ereated the 
demand for additional grocery and sim- 
ilar take eare of families 
not convenient! the store alres 
established in the neighborhood. 

Total Cost $300,000, 

Mr. Sinith and Mr. Cronheim 
lieve that the remaining OU ficres can 
be developed at an expenditure of
